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1. (Twice Amenped) A computer implemented method of reducing sinusoidal 
artifact generation in a vocoder, said computer implemented method comprising 
the steps of: / 

a) receiving a determined input energy threshold value below which a 
suspected ndise-inducing codebook excitation vector is expected to be generated 
by said vocoder; and 

b) provided an input signal is received having an energy value lower than 
said input energy threshold value, using a selection process such that said 
suspectedLoise-inducing codebook excitation vector is not continuously 
generatec ; 

wherein the input signal comprises a plurality of subframes, the subframes 
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
